CONTINUES STRONG 


Wetmore Offers Data

Most men less well - to-do 
than some of their fellow citizens 
find other people’s money a 
rather fascinating topic in their 
newspaper reading. So it is that 
many of us have followed regu- 
larly the Wall Street pages of 
our favorite papers and of course 
have not failed to note the recent 
spectacular rise in the prices of 
General Motors stock,

Readers of Automotive. Daily 
News may have noticed that Gen- 
eral Motors sales ratios to the total 
have been conspicuous in my 
analyses of each month’s registra- | 
tion report. In this story I will go | 
a bit further in this direction and | 
try to give a somewhat fuller and 
more -complete picture of what 
General Motors has really been do- 
ing in the two opening months of 
this crucial year in the history of 
the automobile trade, not so much 
for the benefit of investors and 
Speculators in motor stocks, as to 
furnish figures and ratios that may 
perhaps help makers and merchants 
to size up the present General 
Motors situation, which production 
conditions have made so favorable 
to the present leader of the 
industry. 

This done, I leave it to those in- 
terested to figure out what the com- 
ing months hold forth, particularly 
when Chevrolet’s rivals in the pony 
class shall be able to furnish their 
new models in adequate quantities 
to meet the public demand for 
them and Ford shall have gotten 
into somewhere near normal pro- 
duction. 

I was naturally much interested 
in studying the January registra- 
tion statistics that appeared in the 
March 14th issue of the Automotive 
Daily News, in two-page tabulated 
form. As a matter of course I got 
out that pencil of mine to figure 
out what ratio sales of General 
Motors passenger car units bore to 
the total.

In Trade-In Deals 
Remedied in Dallas 


Dallas, Tex, March 31.—A 
resolution adopted by the Com- 
mittee on Used Cars, Sales and 
Advertising of the Dallas Auto-

ly advertise a definite price in 
connection with a fair descrip- 
tion of the article offered for 
sale.”

Auction Sale 
_ Of Used Cars

WPALTIMORE, MD., March 31, 
—The automobile dealers of 
Baltimore are trying out auction 
sales as a means of disposing of 
used cars of certain types. First 
reports indicate that the sales are 
| relieving pressure, particularly 
| where older machines are con- 
}| cerned. 


There is only a small element of 
risk in putting the cars under the 
hammer, since reservations are 
made in most cases as to the 
amount for which a machine can 
be knocked down. If a bid is too 
low the auctioneer refuses to sell the 
car and returns it to the dealer, who 
pays a small recall charge. In 
many instances, however, dealers 
have preferred to take chances and 
let cars go at the highest bid. 

Some dealers report that they also 
}are urging their new car prospects 
|to throw their machines into the 
| pool, citing the fact that such an 
j}act saves money for all concerned, 
| since the dealer is spared the neces- 








* | sity of servicing and handling the 


;car, and therefore, exacting that 
‘amount from the owner. In this 
j manner the dealer stands an excel- 
| lent chance of making his sale clear. 
| ‘This weekly sale, conducted at the 
| old Maryland Motors Building, is far 
| different from the experiment con- 
| ducted three years ago which proved 
{so costly to the dealers. For some 
reason the trade men considered it 
imperative that they sell all cars 
for the highest bid. The conse- 
quence was that some very good cars 
were knocked down at ridiculous 
prices. 

The present auctions, however, 
are safe and sane in that a safety 
valve is used in the shape of a min- 
imum allowable bid. The sales are 
well advertised locally and usually 
attract a goodly gathering of bar- 
gain seekers. 

The method is considered valuable 
just now because of increasing used 
car stocks attendant upon near- 
j record new car sales.

Ford alone ‘during the 1926 period, 
however, showed a total commercial 
car registration of 201,096, whereas 
in 1927 the Ford registrations totaled 
only 99,416. General Motors, on the 
other hand, showed a gain in regis- 
trations from 59,815 in 1926 to 116,- 
068-in 1927.

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State Legislatures Act 
To Protect Motorists 


EW YORK, March 31.—The legislatures of three states 
—New York, Virginia and South Carolina—thus far 
have passed the American Fair Trade Association mode] anti- 
substitution act, designed to protect motorists from fraud- 
ulent substitution in the sale of lubricating oils and gasoline. 


The association reports that the®— 


new act took effect in South Caro- 
lina on March 1 and that the New 
York law, which has been signed by 
the governor, will take effect on 
September 1. In Virginia the bill 
has passed both houses and is 
awaiting the governor's signature. 
The model anti-substitution act 
has been introduced this year also 
in Rhode Island, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi and New Jersey. It passed 
the lower house in Mississippi by a 
vote of 134 to 4, and has been favor- 
ably reported by the committee in 
charge to the New Jersey Assembly. 
The introduction of the statute in 
these states followed a campaign 
inst fraudulent motor oil sub- 





stitution which the American Fair 
Trade Association has been carry-| 


ing on for nearly two years all over 
the country. The purpose of the 
Statute is to facilitate the prosecu- 
tion of service station owners and 
employees charged with defrauding 
customers by substituting, without 
the customer's knowledge, unidenti- 
fied oils and gasolines in place of 
well-known brands called for by the 
motorist. 

The statute makes it a criminal 
offense, to transport, store, sell or 
offer for sale any gasolines or lubri- 
cating oils in such a manner as to 
deceive the purchaser as to the 
nature, quality and identity of the 
product. It prohibits the sale of 
these products from tanks and con- 
tainers bearing deceptive labels and 


plays by filling stations and the 
mixing or adulteration of oils or 
gasolines sold under trade names. 
The law strikes at the fraudulent 
jobber and distributor by making it 
unlawfil for him to aid in such de- 
ception by delivering into any tank 
or container oils or gasolines other 
than those named in the labels 
appearing on the containers. 

The penalty provided by the 
model statute varies in different 
states between a minimum fine of 
$20 and a maximum fine of $200 
for the first offense, and fines of 
from $500 to $2,000 for subsequent 
offenses, in adidtion to imprison- 
ment. The New York state law, 
which takes effect September 1, 
provides for a fine of not more than 
$200 for the first offense and of not 
less than $200 nor more than $500 
or the second or subsequent offense, 
or for imprisonmeent of not more 
than one year, or for both such 
fine and im ent. The — 
pased in South Carolina applies to 
motor oils only.
